THE  NEXT  MOVE. 

We  have  all  heard  as  maoh  as  the  world  is  disposed  to 
listen  to  about  the  Suffrage  Bill  of  last  Sessioni  the  con> 
fluent  motives  that  inspired  it,  the  conflict  of  parties  by 
which  its  details  were  elaborated,  and  the  coanterrailiag 
and  contradictory  nature  of  its  effects.  Eational  people 
have  made  np  their  minds  that  no  one  can  tell  exactly 
what  amount  of  change,  or  what  sort  of  change,  House¬ 
hold  Suffrage  and  the  Lodger  Franchise  will  bring  in 
towns,  or  a  121.  Suffrage  in  counties.  We  must  wait  for 
some  time  before  we  can  tell  accurately  what  the  result 
will  be ;  and  it  is  only  clear,  from  the  absolute  contradic¬ 
tion  which  exists  between  the  statistics  of  some  of  the 
most  knowing  proficients  in  electioneering  arithmetic,  that 
until  after  the  first  registry  under  the  new  Act  it  is  vain 
to  reckon  confidently  on  what  will  be  the  number  of  new 
electors.  Perhaps  even  then  we  shall  have  no  very  definite 
idea  of  the  effect  of  two  or  three  successive  registrations 
in  winnowing  or  in  widening  the  constituency.  The 
experience  of  the  Eeform  Act  of  1832  warns  us  that  a 
construction  may  be  put  by  Courts  of  Law  upon  enfran¬ 
chising  clauses,  not  intended  by  their  authors  or  foreseen 
by  their  opponents.  Supplementary  statutes  to  amend  or 
explain  the  general  enactment  are  pretty  sure  to 
follow  the  most  careful  effort  of  reforming  legislation. 
We  have  had  the  boiling  and  must  wait  for  the  cooling 
and  the  settling  down  before  we  can  judge  correctly 
of  strength  or  fiavour.  The  process  cannot  be 
hurried  by  any  amount  of  fuss  or  vehement  talk.  We 
must  wait;  and  meantime  consider  what  is  next  to  be 
done.  As  to  comprehensiTr  programmes  of  political 
action,  wide  views  in  nicely  calculated  perspective  of 
fhtnre  (fliange,  and  confident  prophecies  of  what  the  pro¬ 
jectors  call  the  inevitable,  it  is  our  habit  to  consign  all 
■oeh  to  the  waste-paper  basket.  We  speak  not  in  dis¬ 
praise  of  political  or  social  speonlation  ;  far  less  would  we 
say  a  word  in  disparagement  of  free  discussion  regarding 
tbe  merits  or  demerits  of  any  specific  change  in  constitu¬ 
tional  law  or  practice  that  may  promise  benefit  to  the 
community,  '^at  we  deprecate  is  the  building  of  Par¬ 
liamentary  castles  in  tbe  air,  and  the  attempt  to  lay  down 
beforehand  plans  of  party  campaign,  defining  what  fioods 
are  to  be  forded  and  what  mountaiiu  crossed,  without 
pausing  to  calculate,  and  without  the  possibility  of  calcu¬ 
lating,  what  the  state  of  the  national  weather  will  be,  or 
what  the  forces  that  may  be  practically  available  for  any 
of  tbe  exploits  foreshadowed  in  fanatical  or  fantastic  talk. 

If  the  Liberal  party  were  a  coherent  and  united  mass, 
impelled  by  a  uniform  and  universally  acknowledged 
principle  of  action,  and  made  up  of  industrial  and  social 
interests,  so  allied  or  identified  as  to  cause  no  misgivings 
of  disunion  at  each  turn  in  the  road,  or  difficulty  in  the 
line  of  march,  one  might  conceive  the  possibility  of 
pre-determination  on  the  part  of  its  leaders  to  take  a 
certain  course,  and  the  probability  of  unanimous  and 
resolute  following.  But  as  in  all  respects  this  is 
a  state  of  things  the  most  palpably  opposite  to 
that  with  which  we  have  to  deal,  we  submit  that  it 
would  be  more  common-sensical  to  set  our  eyes  upon  one 
or  two  questions  which  seem  to  have  approached  most 
nearly  to  ripeness,  leaving  others  to  the  maturing  efficacy 
of  time.  If  we  do  not  concentrate  our  efforts  in  this  way, 
next  Session  will  prove  a  nullity,  instead  of  being  turned, 
as  it  might  be,  to  practical  account.  Granting,  as  we 
freely  do,  the  fragmentary  and  incomplete  character  of  Mr 
Bisraeli’s  Franchise  Bill  for  England,  we  should,  never¬ 
theless,  gladly  see  preparations  timely  made  for  the  enact¬ 
ment  of  a  similar  law  in  Ireland  and. in  Scotland ;  and,  as 
n  inpplementary  Act,  we  should  earnestly  desire  to  see 
provision  made,  by  means  of  the  Ballot,  or  by  any  other 
that  may  be  more  efficient,  for  freedom  and  purity  of 
voting.  To  us  it  seems  almost  incomprehensible  how  the 
privileged  classes,  having  once  conceded  the  right  of 
electoral  interference  to  those  who  live  by  skilled  labour, 
should  think  it  safe  to  leave  that  power  to  be  made  the

sport  of  intimidation,  excitement,  and  corruption.  The 
beet  that  can  be  hoped  for  in  the  new  condition  of  things 
is  that  popular  action  should  be  as  calm,  orderly,  and 
deliberate  ;  as  little  swayed  by  violence  or  venality,  and 
as  little  subjected  to  the  gusts  and  storms  of  passion  as 
wise  laws  may  tend  to  insure.  As  things  now  stand,  a 
general  election  will  be  in  many  instances  no  better  than  a 
number  of  games  simultaneously  played,  with  high  or  low 
stakes,  in  the  midst  of  a  general  din  and  row,  in  which 
no  effective  appeal  can  be  made  to  public  opinion, 
and  in  which  every  selfish  and  unprincipled  perverter  of 
the  power  of  station  or  property  will  be  tempted 
by  the  impunity  of  the  hour  to  do  as  he  lists.  In  many 
cases  such  men  will  prevail,  and  then  will  come  the  bitter 
I  reproach  and  the  fierce  reaction,  and  the  vow  and  the  cry 
for  wider  and  wilder  change.  The  propertied  classes  are 
mad  if  they  trifle  with  this  danger.  It  is  one  which  the 
best  amongst  them  have  long  ago  foreseen  and  evinced 
their  solicitude  to  avert.  Two-thirds  at  least  of  the 
Liberal  party  in  Parliament  elected  even  by  the  10/.  fran¬ 
chise  in  towns,  and  the  50/.  rental  in  counties,  are  pledged 
to  vote  for  the  Ballot,  and  for  the  substantial  diminution 
of  the  cost  of  elections.  The  necessity  for  some  measures 
like  these  is  rendered  tenfold  greater  by  the  lowering  of 
the  suffrage ;  and  if  not  conceded  freely  and  generously 
meanwhile,,  they  will  be  demanded  after  next  general 
election  in  terms  that  will  admit  of  no  refusal.  Why  not 
then  look  the  exigency  in  the  face,  and  for  once  be  wise 
in  time  ? 


Instead  of  a  practical  policy  of  this  kind,  we  hear  it 
said  that  the  next  thing  to  be  done  is  to  set  about  picking 
to  pieces  the  work  which  Parliament  spent  five  months 
upon  this  year,  because  it  is  confessedly  neither  perfect  nor 
final.  Some  would  insist  upon  devising  forthwith  a  now 
edition  of  the  electoral  map,  either  with  a  view  to  the 
creation  of  more  three-cornered  constituencies,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  equal  electoral  districts.  Tbe 
Reform  Union  would  press  the  unspoken  demand  of  the 
agricultural  labourer  to  be  placed  on  a  political  level  with 
the  skilled  artisan ;  and  the  Glasgow  Conference  would 
have  Manhood  Suffrage  made  the  shibboleth  of  Liberalism, 
forgetting  that  in  nine-tenths  of  the  counties  and  boroughs 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  even  under  the  new  Reform  Act, 
the  raising  of  such  a  cry  would  inevitably  be  the  return  of 
Tories.  This  is  the  blunt  end  of  the  wedge  principle  which 
Conservatism  chuckles  whenever  it  hears  propounded, 
regarding  it,  and  well  it  may,  as  equivalent  to  a  renewal  of 
its  lease  of  power.  Conservatism  is  already  full  of  schemes 
and  plans  of  reaction.  Its  organs  daily  counsel  the  privi¬ 
leged  orders  to  assume  popular  disguise,  in  the  hope  that 
their  identity  may  be  mistaken  and  that  democracy  may 
allow  itself  to  be  saddled  and  bridled  and  ridden  once  more. 
The  longings  of  the  multitude,  we  are  told,  ought  to  be 
forthwith  anticipated;  and  lest  they  should  make  use 
of  their  new  power  to  provide  for  their  own  wants 
in  their  own  way,  fine  people  ought  to  make  a  dash  at 
legislation  without  loss  of  time,  and  take  the  multitude  in 
and  do  for  them,  in  the  condescending  and  non-consulting 
style  of  patronage  and  protection.  Confessedly  it  is  no 
use  denying  any  longer  that  there  will  have  to  be  legisla¬ 
tion  with  regard  to  the  houses  of  tbe  people,  and  with 
regard  to  trade  societiis;  so  the  opportunity  ought  to  be 
seized,  for  jobbing  both  on  a  grand  scale.  Huge  joint-stock  ^ 
companies  ought  to.  be  created,  we  are  told,  with  powers  ) 
of  taking  property,  like  railway  companies  (and. dealing 
with  it,  we  presume,  like  them),  to  whom  the  working 
quarters  of  our  large  towns  should  be  given  over  as  a 
possession.  The  coercive  powers  of  the  law  to  inter¬ 
fere  in  questions  of  capital  and  labour  ought  to  be 
strengthened  and  rendered  all  searching,  though  requiring 
to  be  enforced  by  legions  of  police  at  the  cost  of  many 
millions  a  year  !  The  Church  in  like  manner  is  to  be  re¬ 
inforced  as  the  only  political  schoolmaster  which  Con¬ 
servatism  can  depend  upon ;  and  the  distinctions  of  caste 
in  the  Army  are  to  be  made  more  indelible  than  ever,  in 
all  that  relates  to  the  distinctions  of  social  life.  Sqph  are 
the  dreams  of  reaction.  The  steed  is  gone,  and  the 
grooms  stand  at  the  stable-door  admonishing  the  disconso¬ 
late  owner  to  go,  with  sieve  in  hand  and  halter  behind  back, 
into  the  field  in  the  hope  of  decoying  or  driving  in  again 
his  lately  liberated  beast  of  burthen.  Not  otherwise,  he 
is  assured,  can  the  powerful  creature  be  prevented  from 
entering  his  dining-room  and  eating  him  for  supper. 


THE  ABYSSINIAN  EXPEDITION. 

If  the  barbarian  whom  we  have  fiattered  and  tried  to 
fool  with  compliments,  fit  only  to  be  paid  to  an  equal  and 
ally,  is  not  more  merciful  to  British  subjects  than  the  British 
Government,  we  are  likely  to  have  to  deplore,  ere  many 
I  months  have  passed,  the  sacrifice  of  many  hundreds — 
perhapiM)f  several  thousands— of  our  countrymen  in  the 
desert  which  lies  between  the  coast  of  the  Red  Sea  and 
the  principal  villages  of  Abyssinia.  Every  day  throws 
some  new  light  on  the  dark  prospect  before  us :  for  we 
cannot  sever  ourselves  iu  sympathy  from  the  doomed  men 
about  to  be  flung  into  the  Abyss.  W  ith  the  usual  knack 
of  our  War  Department  in  hesitating  too  long  as  to  what 
it  ought  to  do,  and  finding  out  what  it  ought  to  know  too 
late,  the  perilous  resolve  to  send  an  army  into  the  wilder¬ 
ness  was  not  taken  in  time  to  give  the  devoted  force  a 
chance  in  fair  fight  for  life  with  its  main  foe,  the  climate. 
When  the  foolish  and  futile  resolve  was  taken,  geo¬ 
graphical  information  had  to  be  looked  up,  all  of  which 
might  and  ought  to  have  been  looked  and  paid  for,  and 
held  ready  for  use,  months  before.  Excited  orders  were 
flashed  to  Spain  to  buy  mules,  and  to  Egypt  to  buy  camels, 
and  to  Liverpool  to  hire  steamers  for  the  various  means 
of  transport  supposed  to  be  wanting  :  then,  within  a  week, 
the  authorities  discovered  how  much  of  all  this  was  wrong  ; 
the  mules  being  plenty  on  the  spot,  the  camels  being 
absolutely  useless  as  beasts  of  burthen  in  the  defiles  to 
be  traversed,  and  the  calculations  about  stowage  room  in 
first  class  steamers,  and  regarding  the  length  of  time  for 
which  they  were  to  be  employed,  requiring  entire  revision. 
Not  less  expensive  have  been  some  of  the  peremptory 
blunders  perp  etrated  with  regard  to  minor  details.  There 
is  a  whole  controversy  pending  *on  the  subject  of  pack- 
saddles,  which  form  is  the  best  and  cheapest,  that  of  New 
Zealand,  Woolwich,  or  the  Crimea;  an  order  for  5,000  of 
one  pattern  being  no  sooner  executed  than  it  was  said  to 
have  been  counteimanded  upon  an  afterthought  that 
another  pattern  was  preferable.  We  know  by  experience 
that  it  was  the  same  story  with  the  ships  taken  np  for 
transport.  War  on  the  most  undignified  scale  and  footing 
presents  a  magnificent  field  for  jobbing.  We  have  not 
forgotten  the  bad  bargains  and  ruinous  engagements  entered 
into  dnring  the  Russian  war.  Happily  our  crusade  against 
his  most  gracious  Majesty  King  Theodore  is  upon  a  smaller 
scale  than  that  we  waged  against  the  Emperor  Nicholas. 
But  in  its  way  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  latter 
will  prove  equally  wasteful  in  its  style  of  expenditure. 

And  what  is  our  army  sent  forth  for  to  see,  to  do,  or  to 
suffer  P  Should  the  expeditionary  force  suooeed  in  pene¬ 
trating  through  the  fastnesses  which  hedge  in  the  seat  of 
half  savage  royalty,  it  may  bathe  its  weary  feet  in  Negro 
blood,  and  fill  its  empty  paniers  with  Ethiopian  spoil ; 
and  if  Consul  Cameron  and  his  luckless  associates  in 
captivity  are  still  alive,  it  may  affect  to  exact  the  cost 
of  their  redemption  instead  of  paying  their  ransom.  But 
who  in  his  senses  believes  that  the  net  loss  to  us 
on  the  transaction,  however  it  goes,  will  not  be 
ten  or  a  hundred  fold  the  price  at  which  we  might 
have  purchased  the  restitution  of  our  countrymen  ? 
As  for  all  we  hear  in  military  circles  and  martial  journals 
abo  ut  vindicating  the  insulted  honour  of  England's  name 
and  re-establishing  England's  prestige  throughout  the  East 
by  the  punishment  of  this  gorilla  King,  we  treat  it  as 
mere  fanfaronade  incapable  of  exposure  or  refutation  in 
serious  speech.  Too  often  with  foemen  worthy  of  our 
steel  we  have  grievously  and  ruinously  erred  in  yielding 
to  such  provocatives  to  costly  war.  But  what  is  the 
worth  of  reputation  for  greatness,  military  or  moral,  if  an 
empire  like  that  of  Great  Britain  is  liable  to  be  twitted  or 
taunted  into  bootless  and  bloody  conflict  in  any  quarter  of 
tbe  globe  where  an  uncivilized  and  pauper  bandit  chief 
may  be  instigated  by  his  own  ignorance,  or  the  malignity 
of  others  more  wily  and  more  wicked  than  himself,  to  offer 
some  unmeaning  insult  to  our  flag.  This  would,  indeed, 
be  in  Bacon's  words,  “  to  make  the  folly  of  others  the 
master  of  our  own  wisdom."  It  would  be  to  turn  the 
British  lion  into  the  arena  to  be  worried  and  stung  to 
madness  by  the  squibs  of  urchins  and  ragamuffins  incapable 
of  comprehending  bis  power,  and  believing  themselves  safe 
in  their  feebleness  and  remoteness  from  tbe  centre  of  his 
range.  Who  that  honours  him  could  feel  any  satisfaction 
in  seeing  him  now  and  then  Break  out  of  bounds  in  fury 
and  drag  a  mangled  carcase  or  two  back  to  his  don  ?  We 
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fc«ythei»ftnosaUsf«ction  to  be  •xaotad  by  «ny  Mnount 
of  perseTe^ce  or  endurtnoe  on  tho  pnrt  of  our  troop*  in 
Abyi*inia.  National  satisfaction  in  snob  a  oaae  is  out  of 
'  thb’question.  The  only  people  that  can  be  saUsfie^,  do 
what  we  will,  are  the  jobber*  who  will  make  money  of  the 
transaction  whatever  comes  of  it. 

And  what  if,  baulked  and  baffled,  Colonel  Merewether 
should  fail  to  reach  the  ignominious  object  of  bis  march  ? 
What  compensation  will  there  be  for  the  multitude  of 
gallant  live*  that,  in  such  coae,  would  inevitably  pay  the 
penalty  of  our  political  mistake  ?  We  observe  with  great 
regret  that  some  of  the  regiment*  designated  to  bear  a  part 
in  the  expedition  are  those  the  majority  of  whose  rank 
and  file  have  nearly  served  their  term  of  ten  years,  and  j 
who,  if  allowed  to  retnm  home,  aa  they  bad  reason  to 
expect,  were  looking  forward  to  their  honourable  discharge.  I 
This  is  hardly  fair;  it  is  certainly  far  from  wise.^  When 
in  the  Crimean  War  the  regiments  which,  in  rotation,  | 
would  have  been  soonest  entitled  to  be  brought  home  were 
selected  for  the  most  exposed  positions  in  the  siege  of 
Sevastopol,  there  was  no  end  to  the  reproachful  comments 
of  our  pres*  on  the  heartless  economy  of  Marshal  ^elissier. 
Yet  in  that  case  there  was  much  to  be  said  upon  the 
ground  that,  in  the  dread  crisis  of  that  great  encounter, 
the  most  reliable  veterans  could  not  be  dispensed  with. 
Has  our  War  Office  any  such  excuse  for  ita  choice  of  regi> 
ments  to  be  sent  against  King  Theodore  ? 


DESTITUTION  IN  LAMBETH.  | 

A  shocking  ease  of  destitution  has  been  brought  to  light 
by  the  eloeing  of  the  Library  at  Lambeth  Palace.  Our 
unfortunate  Primate  is  supposed  to  receive  fifteen  thousand 
pounds  a  year  for  discharging  trusts  and  duties  incidental 
to  hi*  office,  but  has  actually  had  a  miserable  pittance 
which  doe*  not  even  give  him  the  means  to  take  care  of 
the  book*  belonging  to  his  Palace.  In  his  high  spiritual 
office  he  must  naturally  prefer  the  study  to  the  kitchen, 
and  account  spiritual  food,  stored  in  his  granary  by  wise  and 
pious  predecessors,  as  more  precious  than  the  food  which 
nourishes  the  body  only.  If  there  be  fhmine,  therefore,  in  the 
Library,  hew  must  gadnt  Want  have  sate  by  the  cold 
kitchen  hearth  !  It  i*  said  that  his  Grace  has  long  since 
ceased  to  keep  a  maid-of-all.work,  and  that  he  has  been 
•een  lately  by  a  Churchwarden  near  the  door  of  Lambeth 
Workhouse.  We  think  it  a  disgrace  to  England  that  its 
Primate  should,  by  non-payment  of  his  salary,  be  driven 
to  seek  help  in  eking  ont  his  means  of  livelihood,  either 
from  the  Believing-offieer  of  Lambeth  Parish  or  from  the 
Believing-offlcera  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Commission.  Why 
has  sot  Dr  Longley*i  salary  been  paid?  We  reject  as 
incredible  the  notion  that  an  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  re¬ 
fuse*  to  ftilfil  one  of  his  most  natural  and  honourable  duties, 
because  he  wishes  to  put  into  n  private  purse  the  money 
it  would  coat.  We  understand,  however,  the  delicacy 
that  inay  Mt  by  his  friends,  wbo  are  also  friends  of  the 
Church,  and  unwilling  to  bring  it  into  collision  with  the 
State  by  o))euly  proclaiming  the  misconduct  of  the 
Treasttty.  BVei  an  Archbishop  may  stoop  generously  to 
concealment  of  Uie  wrohg  that  has  been  done  him,  and 
endure  with  heroism  the  sboff  Of  woridliogs  for  one  of  those 
apparent  fcilurea  of  duty  to  which  it  is  the  hard  lot  of 
poverty  to  be  too  frequently  condemned.  He  has  borne 
his  piuefa,  like  the  young  foxbitten  Spartan,  and  has 
made  no  sign ;  but  are  we,  therefore,  to  be  blind  to  a  fact 
patent  to  every  one  who  can  draw  a  proper  inference  from 
what  he  sees  and  knows?  We  understand  that  an  Arch¬ 
bishop  in  our  Church  is  an  unworldly  Chief  Pastor,  whose 
nominal  payment  appears  high  only  to  those  who  do 
not  know  how  many  demands  upon  his  purse  are 
incident  to  his  position,  and  that  he  is,  in  his  office,  rather 
a  trustee  than  an  inheritor  of  wealth.  We  understand 
that  the  Library  at  Lambeth  Palace,  a  treasury  of  thought 
enriched  by  the  gifts  and  preserved  by  the  care  of  a  long 
line  of  Archbishops,  and  gladly  made  accessible  by  them 
to  any  searcher  after  truth,  is  closed  and  doomed  to  decay, 
because  the  present  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  cannot 
afford  to  pay  for  bookshelves,  or  for  a  librarian,  or  for 
repairs.  Both  these  premisses  being  of  course  true,  it 
must  follow  that  Dr  Longley’s  salary  has  not  been  paid. 

A  malicious  letter,  signed  *  Yindex,’  appeared  in  the 
Timei  on  Thursday,  which  says  that  in  Archbishop  Sum¬ 
ner*  s  time,  the  Eooleeiastioal  Commissioners — probably,  we 
should  say,  because  Dr  Sumner  also  was  defrauded  of  his 
means  of  payment — paid  the  salary  of  the  librarian  at 
Lambeth  Palace  out  of  the  funds  at  their  disposal  for  the 
help  of  those  in  need ;  that  by  a  clause  in  a  bill  passed  in 
1865,  the  Ecclesiastical  Commission  was  charged  with 
expenses  of  the  Library  at  Lambeth ;  but  was  warranted, 
it  said,  in  paying  only  to  the  extent  of  1501.  a  year.  Tho 
Arobbiahop-  could  npt  hava  fulfiUad  hia  duty  without 


adding  some  money  of  has  own  to  that  allowance ;  aad  so, 
•ays  *  "Vlndox,*  the  Library  waa  neceaatrily  closed. 

No  doubt  this  i*  a  well-meant  effort  to  cast  a  veil  over 
the  destitution  at  the  Palace,  by  arguing  that  it  is  not  the 
Archbishop**  business  to  contribute  to  the  cost  of  keeping 
the  archiepiscopal  library  in  order.  But  he  doe*  not  *ee 
that  the  more  he  prove*  it  not  to  be  the  duty  of  an  Arch¬ 
bishop  to  pay,  the  more  he  suggest*  that  it  is  not  the  duty 
of  an  Archbishop  to  receive  a  salary  three  times  as  great  aa 
that  of  a  First  Lord  of  the  Treasury.  This  is  the  sort  of 
carpentering  that  split*  the  wood  it  leeks  to  fasten  firmly 
in  it*  place.

Why,  if  the  defence  were  true,  the  Archbishop  himself 
would  be  such  a  bungler ;  who  has  spoilt,  not  only  hi*  own 
job  on  the  funds  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Commission,  but  also 
future  job*  on  it,  to  which  some  others  of  his  craft  might 
have  been  looking  forward.  He  would  incur  risk  of  being 
set  upon  in  the  Pan- Anglican  Synod  by  the  other  wearers 
of  apron*  a*  an  episcopal  knobstick.  But  these  thoughts 
are  too  wild  and  horrible.  Yindex  meant  well,  and  the 
Archbishop  will  forgive  him ;  but  ours  is  the  only  right 
way  of  hitting  the  nail  on  the  head.  And,  we  ask  again, 
is  it  not  scandalous  that  in  a  great  country  like  England 
an  Archbishop  should  be  in  the  state  of  destitution  which 
has  been  thus  accidentally  discovered  ?  Here  is  a  fourth 
question  for  the  Pan-Anglican  Synod  to  lay  before  Europe. 


THE  CHURCH  AND  THE  CAYE. 

If  we  are  to  take  the  shrill  whistle  of  the  Hon.  Leopold 
Agar-Elli*  a*  a  signal  that  there  is  still  life  in  The  Cave, 
it  would  seem  as  if  the  lingerers  there  had  learned  little 
by  experience,  as  regards  either  the  management  of  men  or 
the  nature  of  things.  Having  spent  one  Session  in  tripping 
up  the  leaders  of  the  party  they  professed  to  belong  to, 
they  have  spent  another  in  quarrelling  among  themselve*, 
and  trying  in  vain  to  make  themselve*  distinctively  useful 
to  the  party  they  helped  into  power.  Distrusted  on  all 
hands,  as  men  usually  are  who  affect  to  play  an  important 
part  without  the  wisdom  to  see  their  way,  or  the  wit  to 
disguise  their  bewilderment,  they  have  gradually  fallen 
into  the  ruck  at  the  tail  of  the  favourite  of  fortune,  and 
they  evidently  feel  themselve*  in  danger  of  being  set  down 
aa  deserter*  from  the  Liberal  camp  whom  the  Tories  have 
not  thought  it  worth  while  to  reward  for  deserting.  I* 
it  in  sheer  terror  of  being  overlooked  and  forgotten  that 
the  Honourable  Mr  Ellis  in  the  dead  of  the  parliamentary 
night  fires  a  solitary  shot  into  the  air,  just  to  remind  those 
whom  it  may  concern  (if  any  such  there  be)  that  he  is 
still  in  the  political  land  of  the  living,  a  partisan  un¬ 
attached  ? 

The  question  of  the  Irish  Chureh  is  likely  to  engage 
the  attention  of  partis*  next  year,  and  the  year  after  it  is 
not  impossible  that  it  may  decide  their  fate.  The  Liberals 
are  almost  to  a  man  pledged  to  the  overthrow  of  sectarian 
ascendency  :  so  the  Honourable  Leopold  Agar-EUis  thinks 
fit  to  denounce  this  opinion.  The  Irish  Establishment  is, 
he  ■  ays,  no  grievance ;  nor,  as  it  is  sometimes  called,  a 
badge  of  serfdom — serf-hood,  we  presume,  he  means  for 
serfdom,  if  it  signifies  anything,  must  be  just  the  opposite 
of  what  he  is  talking  about, — not  a  condition  of  serf  sub¬ 
jection,  but  of  serf  rule.  His  way  of  illustrating  this  is 
certainly  original.  The  Queen’s  effigy  is  on  every  sove¬ 
reign  and  shilling,  because  she  is  the  Queen  alike 
of  all  who  live  in  the  realms  subject  to  her  sway. 
The  Anglican  Church  in  Ireland  is  not  the  Church 
of  all ;  but  it  has  appropriated  the  ecclesiastical  funds  of 
all  for  the  priesthood  of  one  in  ten.  Where  the  similarity 
lies,  none  but  Adullamites  can  see.  The  honourable 
member  proceeds  to  explain  wherein  the  grievance  really 
consists.  It  is  not  that  tithe  rent-charge,  glebes,  and 
chapter  lands  are  all  devoted  to  support  a  Church  which 
anathematizes  the  creed  of  the  cation,  and  is  looked  on  by 
them  as  alien  and  antagonistic ;  but  the  grievance,  we  are  j 
assured,  lies  simply  in  the  want  of  a  Regium  Donvm  for 
Catholic  priests,  like  that  given  to  Presbyterian  ministers. 
We  are  further  informed,  that  whatever  the  Catholic 
bishops,  clergy,  and  laity  may  say  of  their  indisposition  to 
have  such  a  stipend  provided  out  of  the  Treasury,  they 
would  take  it  and  like  it  well  if  it  were  to  be  had :  and 
therefore  it  is  the  one  thing  needful  which  onght  to  be 
proposed,  whether  England  or  Ireland  agree  to  it  or  no. 
It  is  **  a  fear  lest  the  present  Government  should  have  it 
in  contemplation  to  abolish  the  Established  Church  in 
Ireland  ”  that  has  made  the  member  for  Kilkenny  take  np 
hi*  pen.  We  should  be  curious  to  know  what  the  free¬ 
holders  of  that  Catholic  county  think  qi  their  repcescuta- 
tive’s  patriotic  fear,  i 


THE  MAirCHESTEB  RESCUE  AND  MURDER. 

The  oriaae  gf  the  Ebnisua  wlio  in,  a  broad  thoroughfare 
in  open  day  attacked  With  revolvers  the  Manchester  police 
van,  killed  a  policemao,  and  rescued  two  of  their  head 
centres,**  is  astonishing  as  an  exception  to  all  common 
experience  of  life  in  English  tn|rna,  and  in  the  first  move¬ 
ment  of  surprise  we  may  be  tempted  So  exaggerate  its 
import.  Imperial  significance  no  doubt  it  has,  in  a 
certain  sense.  All  is  not  right  in  a  State  where  political 
feeling  oan  impel  even  rascality  into  such  heavy  crime. 
But  from  this  act  of  violence  we  do  not  infer  any  great 
risk  of  fhtnre  outrages  of  the  saihe  kind.  Wb 
need  no  tecond  warning  of  the  wicked  will  to 
catch,  by  surprise,  the  small  advantage  that  any 
band  of  men  eau  have  for  an  hour  if  they  are  bed 
enough  to  take  their  stand  with  revolvers  among  the 
unarmed  population  of  a  street,  and  fire  their  bullets  with¬ 
out  any  regard  for  consequences.  The  feeblest  citizen  has 
power  in  him  to  commit,  by  surprise,  one  open  murder. 
Against  his  doing  it,  there  is  no  safeguard  but  his  sense  of 
right;  but  against  his  repetition  of  it,  safeguards  are 
abundant.  Detestable  as  the  men  are  who  were  guilty  of 
the  crime  of  Wednesday,  they  acted  upon  a  perverted  and 
false  logic  of  their  own,  which  has  so  muon  consistency 
within  its  narrow  round  that  its  few  processes  are  not  very 
hard  to  follow.  Henceforth  in  Manchester,  Liverpool,  and 
elsewhere,  the  authorities  will  know  when  to  prevent 
violence  by  a  sufficient  show  of  strength. 

It  is  a  necessary  consequence  of  these  incidents  of 
criminal  outrage  that  they  alienate  good  men  from  the  cause 
they  are  intended  to  support.  If  two  men  have  been  re¬ 
covered — only  for  a  few  days,  let  us  hope — how  many  better 
men  have  been  lost  to  the  Fenian  cause  by  the  Manchester 
murder?  Steady  men  among  the  poor  Irish  who  have 
been  inclined  to  see  in  the  needs  of  Ireland,  or  distresses 
of  their  own,  some  ground  for  Fenian  organization,  will 
turn  with  anger  and  disgust  from  blood-stained  associates. 
And  among  educated  Englishmen,  those  who  have  hitherto 
been  watchful  to  point  out  defect  in  the  relations  between 
Ireland  and  England,  whether  of  Church  or  State  or  bsth, 
as  causes  of  disaffection,  may  sometimes  rather  be  silent 
than  permit  the  faintest  doubtof  the  detestation  they  must 
feel  for  the  mem  by  whom  acts  like  this  murder  ars 
committed.  Fenianism  is  utterly  foolish  in  all  its 
forms,  bnt  we  have  hitherto  believed,  and  still  believe, 
that  there  are  more  dupes  than  rogues,  and  that  the  rogues 
are  chiefly  sharpers  who  make  the  flock  of  their  own  dupes 
their  prey  in  this  wretched  community.  Together  with 
the  better  sort  of  those  who  have  mistaken  the  road  to  the 
well-being  of  Ireland,  we  think  that  many  of  the  Aupes  will 
have  wisdom  enough  to  retrace  their  steps^  whait  they  see 
men  marobiog  in  their  front  in  company  with  diaterdly 


ABYSSINIA  AND  ITS  INHABITANTS. 

The  singular  country  which  wa  are  about  to  invade, 
although  geof raphieally  in  Equinoctial  Africa,  fiw  more 
resembles  in  climate  and  character  of  its  inhahttalit*  ft  ngien 
of  temperate  Asia.  We  have  (fisewssad  the  expedition 
thither  in  another  oolueui ;  now  let  ns  apeak  of  the  land 
itself.  Ita  eastern  border  ii  on  the  Bed  6ea;_it 
extends  from  the  eighth  to  the  sixteenth  degrees  of 
I  north  latitude,  and  from  the  thiriy-fifih  to  the  forty- 
second  d^rees  of  east  longitude,  and  may  be  compute 
I  to  contain  an  area  of  280,000  square  miles,  so  that 
it  ia  nearly  equal  in  extent  to  France  and  England 
united.  With  the  exception  of  a  comparatively  narrow 
I  border  on  the  Red  Sea,  Abyssinia  in  its  widest  sense 
is  a  vast  Table-land,  the  valleys  of  which  ore  from 
4,000  to  8,000  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  while  the 
highest  of  its  mountains  are  from  13,000  to  15,000  feet 
above  the  sea  level,  and,  consequently,  have  their 
peaks  within  the  line  of  perpetual  snow.  The  monsoons 
or  periodical  winds,  which  begin  with  Japan,  terminate  on 
the  western  shores  of  the  Red  Sea,  and  therefore  include 
Abyssinia.  In  mere  latitude  Abyssinia  has  its  parallels  in 
countries  on  the  western  shores  of  India,  and  in  those  of 
the  western  and  eastern  shores  of  the  Gulf  of  Bengal.  In 
summer  the  wind  blows  frt>m  the  south-west,  and  in  winter 
from  the  north-east,  a  fair  wind  from  India.  Like  India, 
Abyssinia  has  it*  rainy  season  from  June  to  September  in¬ 
clusive,  bnt  rains  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  are  more 
frequent  and  irregular.  The  climate  on  the  east  of  Abys¬ 
sinia  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  paraUel  latitudes  of  Indij 
and  even  hotter,  but  when  we  get  into  the  Table-land 
we  have  a  fall  of  twenty  and  thirty  degrees  of  the 
thermometer,  and  hence  a  climate  not  hotter  than  that  of 
Spain,  and  not  dissimilar  to  that  of  the  Mexican  valley 
of  Axahsdr. 

The  people  who  inhabit  the  piideaqx  of  Abyssinia  qoo« 
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serTienoy  to  **  the  laws  a  nation  bom  to  aerre  obeya.  Tha 
French,  who  have,  with  a  ahrewd  wit,  a  taate  for  ordi¬ 
nance*,  aettied  by  the  help  firat  of  their  PrSeieuses  and 
afterwardaof  their  Academy,  what  wordain  their  language 
could  pass  an  examination  and  what  ahould  be  rejected. 
They  made  in  their  Dictionary  of  the  Academy  a  liat,  not 
of  ail  word*  that  they  did  uae,  but  of  all  that  they  might 
use.  In  ao  doing  they  went  back  to  the  aouroe  of  their 
language,  a  Latin  one,  and  made  the  relationship  of  any 
word  to  the  old  Latin  family  a  ^und  for  its  aeoeptanoe, 
and  the  want  of  such  relationship  a  ground  for  rejection 
of  any  competing  synonym,  Qasoon  or  Norman.  This' 
principle  was  rightly  enough  aooepted  and  upheld  by 
French  critics  and  writers,  who  thereby  sought  to  main¬ 
tain  their  nationality ;  and  when  Boiieau  carried  rectifica¬ 
tion  of  the  frontiers  of  French  literature  from  the  prorince 
of  words  to  that  of  thoughts  and  styles  and  forms  of  com¬ 
position,  he  also  serred  his  country  well  by  taking  the  arms 
of  a  Jurenal  against  faded  rerbal  conceits,  as  of  the 
Scud^ris  whose  writings  **  semblent  4tre  formds  en  d4pit 
du  Bon  Sens,’*  and  by  saying  that  for— 

**  Ua  auteur  aaos  defaut, 

La  Eaison  dit  Virgile,  et  la  Hime  Quinaat.” 

The  French  language,  perhaps,  ran  the  purer  for  exclusion 
of  words  that  had  douded  the  main  stream  of  its  l^tinity. 
French  thought,  perhaps,  was  only  trained  against  the 
south  wall  necessary  to  its  growth  when  it  was  nailed  to 
Homer,  Virgil,  Horace,  Plautus,  Terence,  Seneca,  and  the 
three  Unities.  Boiieau  by  his  strength,  sense,  and  honesty 
prevailed  at  home  and  abroad.  His  critical  followers 
prevailed  also  not  seldom  by  the  uncompromising  impu¬ 
dence  with  which  they  interpreted  the  law  of  literature 
out  of  Longinus  (whose  treatise  on  the  Sublime  Boiieau 
translated  for  their  use),  or  out  of  Horace,  or  out  of  Boiieau** 
*  Art  Poelique,*  or  out  of  E4o4  Bapin,  of  whom  eren 
Drjden  said  that  he  was  **  suf9cieot,  were  all  other  critics 
lost,  to  teach  anew  the  rules  of  writing.**  Out  of  his  own 
sense  of  life  and  truth,  individual,  national,  or  universal, 
certain  it  is  that  the  interpretation  very  seldom  came  in 
any  one  of  the  mob  of  petty  critics  who  in  this  country 
obeyed  French  law. 

Uur  Percy  belonged  to  the  dawning  of  the  day  when, 
after  long  restriction  within  unnatural  bounds,  new  politi- 
cul  and  social  aspirations  were  begetting  impulses  that  it 
chafed  men  to  express  according  to  pedantic  role. 
Young  poets  in  England  and  Germany,  alive  to  tho  new 
movement  of  the  time,  became  impatient  of  the  staid 
monotony  of  rhymed  heroics,  and  in  literature,  as  in  the 
life  whereof  literature  is  but  the  voice,  many  disdained 
tyrannical  formalities  and  were  oppressed  by  conven¬ 
tionalism  as  by  a  nightmare.  There  began  the  revolt  of  the 
Teutonic  races  against  Latin  domination.  It  proceeded 
quietly  enough  in  England,  for  the  English  had  not  been, 
as  the  Germans  were,  wholly  enslaved.  Our  best  writers 
had,  indeed,  so  well  maintained  their  independenoe,  that 
when  Germany  began  the  revolt  it  was  partlv  sustained 
by  translations  and  imitations  from  the  English. 

If  we  still  obeyed  the  rule  of  France,  what  should  we  now 
bo  thinking  of  our  Chaucer  ?  In  the  great  History  of  French 
Literature  begun  by  the  Benedictines,  suspended,  resumed, 
and  only  in  its  twenty-fourth  thick  quarto  getting  to  the 
fourteenth  century,  M.  le  Clere  tells  us  that  Chaucer  ha* 
all  the  faults  of  the  Frej^ch  trouv^res,  from  whom  he  bor¬ 
rows  all  his  merits,  tl\pugh  ho  is  **  not  wanting  in  clever¬ 
ness.’*  What  if  we  were  still  subject  to  this  sort  of  criticism, 
and  took  it  for  gospel  instead  of  laughing  at  it  for  unfounded 
conceit.  We  can  laugh,  too,  all  the  more  readily  at  this  soit 
of  information  about  Chaucer  when  it  comes  from  a  writer 
who  dogmatically  informs  his  readers  that  Chaucer  has  made 
bis  Clerk  of  Oxford  profess  that  he  got  the  tale  of  Qriselda 
from  Petrarch,  because  Petrarch  had  translated  it  into  Latin, 
though  he  took  it  really  from  Boccaccio.  M.  le  Clero 
oaunot  at  any  time  in  his  life  have  compared  Chancer** 
Clerk’s  Tale  with  Boccaccio  and  Petrarch,  for  if  he  bad  done 
BO,  though  he  might  have  overlooked  all  minor  points  of 
evidence,  he  could  not  have  forgotten  that  Petrarch**  Latin 
version  is  an  adaptation  of  the  tale  to  the  religions  moral 
that 

**  Sitb  a  wommtn  was  so  paoient

Beoayvsn  all  in  grt  that  God  us  sent;" 

which  moral  he  caps  by  reference  to  the  Epistle  of  St 
James :  **  My  brethren,  count  it  all  joy  when  ye  fall  into 
divers  temptations ;  knowing  this,  that  the  trial  of  your 
faith  worketh  patience,”  &o. ;  and  that  Chaucer  tells  the 
tale  in  the  same  way,  even  to  the  citing  of  St  James,  with 
the  distinct  statement  that  he  follows  Petrarch  in  doing  so  ; 
a  statement  not  requisite  for  our  assurance  on  the  subject, 
because  there  is  nothing  of  all  this  in  Boccaccio.  But  after 
all,  any  such  loose  assertion  about  Chaucer  boldly  made  is 
as  likely  to  pass  muster  with  English  as  with  French 
readers.  What  comical  assertions,  philosophiiings  happy 
in  tho  ignorance  on  which  they  rest,  enliven  the  clever 
but  narrowly  French  M.  Taine’s  criticisms  upon  English 
authors — Milton  for  example — and  how  many  of  onr  critics, 
innocent  of  native  lore,  have  taken  it  all  for  gospel,  and 
acknowledged  M.  Taine  for  their  apostle ! 

No  matter.  We  are  steadily  on  the  way  to  a  oorrection 
of  all  this,  and  every  year  sees  some  addition  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  Englishmen  who  have  learnt  really  to  understand  a 
little  ol  the  minds  of  their  forefathers.  This  new  and  for 
the  first  I  Hue  true  publication  of  the  Percy  Keliques,  is  as 
typical  of  a  change  coming  over  literature  in  our  own, 
time  as  the  original  volume  was  typical  of  the  change  at 
hand  in  1 765.

were  his  neighhour*.  By  some  such  theory — m  oouUct 
with  Anglo-Normans— say  known  resemblanoes  between 
the  ancient  Irish  law  and  medimvel  codes  of  Europe  was 
also  expleined.  Sir  Bichgrd  Cox,  indeed,  said  tb^t  the 
Celts  of  Ireland  had  ^‘no  written  law;  no  digested  or 
well  compiled  rule  of  right:  no;  it  was  only  the  will  of 
their  brehon  or  lord.”  That  we  now  all  know  to  be  an 
error,  but  Dr  Ferguson  is,  in  the  paper  to  which  we  now 
dirtet  attention,  the  first  who,  bringing  professiontkl  know¬ 
ledge  to  an  acute  study  of  a  partionlar  portion  of  the 
ancient  Celtic  Law  ef  Ireland,  kae  akowa  e  anbatan- 
tial  resemblance  bciween  it  and  a  considerable  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Common  Law  aa  it  existed  before 
the  doctrine  of  continental  fends  had  altered  its  simplicity. 
If,  ke  says,  be  has  aatisfiod  them  of  this,  ”  eandU  legnl 
minds  will  not  rest  satisfied  with  the  traditions  of  the 
sixteenth  and  seventeenth  centories,  but  will  examine  for 
themselves  these  fresh  fountiins  of  legal  and  historic 
knowledge,  now  in  part  laid  open,  and  which  we 
may  hope  will  soon  be  wholly  unsealed,  by  ihi.'t  Com¬ 
mission  ;  and  if  the  resnlt  of  a  careful  consideration  of 
these  be  to  confirm  the  views  I  have  here  ventured  to  put 
forward,  it  will  become  the  duty  of  those  who  can  speak 
^  with  authority  to  teach  our  coautrymen  the  whuleaooie 
social  end  political  lesson,  that  ell  our  insular  populations 
have  a  common  inheritance  in  the  Common  Law.”  Herein 
lies  the  strong  interest  of  Dr  Fergnson's  ^aper.  It  deals 
one  little  blow  the  more  against  sectarian  nationality. 
We  owe  onr  national  strength  to  a  fusion  of  races.  Gelt 
and  Anglo-Saxon  owe  more  to  eaoh  ether  than  they  know, 
and  they  have  made  between  them  the  first  of  the  nations 
of  the  earth.  Research  is  in  onr  day  abowing  how  much 
more  of  the  best  vigour  of  the  Eoglish  race  than  used  to 
be  suspected,  comes  direotly  from  old  mixture  of  blood 
between  the  two  races  which  have  eombiood  to  make  a 
nation.  Success  and  honour,  then,  to  studenta  of  the  past 
who  multiply  the  evidence  of  mutual  aid  and  common

0»  the  Budimenis  of  the  Common  Law  Lisceeerable  tn 
the  PuUieked  Portion  of  the  Senehue  Mor.  By 
Samuel  Ferguson,  Q  C.,  LL.D.  From  the  Transao- 
iioDs  of  the  Royd  Irish  Academy,  Yolnme  xxiv. — 
Polite  Literature.  Read  February  llth,  1867.

There  ia,  aara  Dr  Ferguson,  good  reason  for  believing 
that  the  record  of  early  Irish  Laws,  known  as  the  Senchus 
Mor,  existed  among  the  Irish  as  a  substantive  work  in  the 
time  of  King  Alfred,  and  even  then  laid  claim  to  e  con¬ 
siderable  antiquity.  Tradition  ascribes  it  to  the  age  of  St 
Patrick,  and  says  that  be  assisted  in  its  compilation  at 
Tare  in  the  ninth  year  after  hi#  e^ivitl  in  Ireland,  or 
about  A.n.  441.  Some  copies  of  tke  work  date  it  from  the 
time  of  Cormao  Mae  Art,  two  hundred  years  earlier. 
These  statements,  of  oonrse,  only  indicate  a  sense  of  its 
great  antiquity.  There  is  an  original  text,  a  medial  text, 
sometimes  becoming  eely  e  gloaa  that  gnesaeset  what  was 
meant  by  the  more  ancient  record.  There  i*  aleo  a  second 
gloss  interpreting  parts  of  its  predecessor,  and  sometimes 
even  a  third  glusa.  Dowa  through  these  suoeessive 
strata  we  get  to  the  original  deposit,  and  are  aided  by 
what  liee  above  in  forming  some  notion  of  its  antiquity. 
Both  the  troet  itself  and  its  first  gloss  are  referred  to,  as 
existing  reoords,  in  *  Oormao’s  Glossary,’  wktoh  eloinu  to 
be  of  the  ninth  century,  and  cannot  be  later  than  the  teath 
or  the  beginning  of  the  eleventh.  In  the  tenth  eeatnry, 
then,  the  Senchus  Mor  waa  an  old  record,  ia  need  of  a 
gloss  to  explain  its  ancient  forma.  Fnrthermore,  it  ia  noted 
that  the  penman  of  the  second  gloaa  iuvokas  a  blessing  oa 
the  soul  of  Fethgaa  as  upon  the  soul  of  a  man  he  had 
known  and  whose  memory  he  eheritked.  New  there  is

This,  it  will  be  perceived,  differs  considerably  from  life 
at  the  Angler’s  Reet  upon  the  Thames.  Here  is  fishing 
to  be  remembered  and  talked  over  by  the  winter  fire  :

His  wings  out¬ 
spread — bis  dark  outline  distinctly  marked,  and  separa  ad  from  tha 
surrounding  watera  by  a  **  atarry  belt  ”  of  phosphorio  fire — ha  seaased 
to  our  excited  imaginationa  like  gpma  monster  vampira,  kovatiiig 
above  our  kssda,  and  threattning  to  cruah  ns  bcaeath  hia  wing* ! 
There  wm  aearoely  time  for  apprebenaion,  however,  bofore  be 
grounded,  and  that  in  water  auficientiy  deep  to  keep  our  boat*  sfloiit. 

To  leap  into  the  aea — to  mount  bit  back  in  triumph,  and  shout  a 
wild  bussa  I  were  impnlae*  that  wa  ail  fait  and  obeyed.  Our  next 
thought  WM  to  aeoure  our  retreat  to  lb*  shore.  W*  wera  embayed 
among  the  flata:  the  wind  waa  riaiag — tke  tade  falling.  If  we 
grounded,  and  ware  caught  ia  that  situation  by  the  next  flood,  our 
iMsts  wauld  b*  baelan  to  pisaaa,  and  w*  abouM  have  but  a  ainall 
chanoe  for  our  livea.

The  wind  wm  very  high  from  south,  and  the  flab  bad  taken  us

.He  was  Abbot  of 
Armagh,  and  died  in  the  year  872.  The  medial  text  of  the 
Senehu*  Mor  also  mentions  minor  kingships,  which  pro¬ 
bably  were  sbeorbed  into  larger  territoriee  before  the  oom- 
pilatiou  of  the  ancient  Book  of  lUghtik  which  doee  not 
mention  them. 

Here  ie  gronad,  at  least,  for  orediring  generally  the 
great  antiquity  ol  that  body  of  Celtio  Law,  one  part 
of  which,  in  1866,  the  Commission  fur  Publishing  the 
Ancient  Laws  and  Institutes  of  Ireland  gave  to  the 
public  as  the  first  fruit  of  its  labours.  The  Commission 
was  issued  ik  November,  1852,  giving  to  the  Lord  Chuu- 
oellor  and  others  authority  to  employ  transcribers  and 
translators  of  such  parts  of  the  Irish  Brehon  Laws  as  they 
sliould  think  fit  to  publish.  The  aoholars  employed  were 
Dr  O’Donovan  and  Professor  O’Cnrry,  devoted  experts, 
whoae  ability  had  been  called  out  and  uained  by  the  IrUh 
Ordnance  Survey.  They  are  both  now  dead,  but  have  left, 
we  believe,  much  work  behind  them  that  hiu  remaiued  too 
long  nnpuhliehed.  Tho  voloiue  issued  in  1866  eontaiued 
only  that  part  el  the  BeuoliUs  Mor  whioh  treat*  of  the  pro¬ 
ceeding  by  Atbgabhsil  or  eistreaa.  In  tha  paper  before  ns  Dr 
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I  presents  ns  with  the  figments  of  •  system  of  laws  in  the

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OjmDMtio  Globt,  for  the  right  oare  of  health,  whieh  its 
authors  jastly  pr^  to  oooasiooal  and  spMial  *  trainiug/ 
and  for  the  j^ormanoe  of,  we  should  think,  erery  oon- 
ceirable  aet  of  agilitv  by  which  muscular  force  and  precision 
in  control  of  the  body's  moTements  are  to  be  developed. 

The  directions  as  to  exercises  are  made  clear  by  the  im* 
portation  of  some  new  technical  terms  and  by  a  profusion 
of  small  diagrams.  The  German  origin  is  more  or  less 
evident  throughout ;  rather  amusingly,  for  example,  in 
this  body  of  directions  for  maintaining  an  athletic  frame : 

We  wilt  here  give  a  rale  for  dailj  roatine.  Get  up  at  seven ;  take 
a  epongr-bath  and  rub  youraelf  with  a  eoarae  towel.

Let  a  little  interval  take  place,  which  may  be  devoted  to  reading, 
if  agreeable,  or  other  light  matters,  and  then  have  your  breakfast, 
c  mkieting  of  tea  or  coffee,  with  stale  bread  and  butter,  a  couple  of 
rggs,  a  chop,  chicken,  or  anything  else  you  fancy  or  can  afford. — 
After  breakfast  proceed  to  your  daily  duties. 

Take  dinner  at  one  or  twn.  Your  food  may  be  underdone  or  not, 
according  to  taete,  and  a  oertain  amount  of  fat  ie  advieable.  Meat 
baked,  roaeted,  or  etewed  ia  tbe  moct  nourishiog,  and  beef  or  mutton 
preferable  to  other  kinds,  though  in  all  these  things  man  requires 
vaiittty.  Take  bread  and  vegetables,  and  a  pint  of  light  wine  or  a 
glass  (not  more)  of  ale.  After  dinner  you  may  smoke  no  more  than 
onn  pipe,  and  you  should  allow  youreelf  some  rest. 

Tuur  businees  duties  performed,  walk  home,  and  about  six  have 
your  let,  with  seme  toast  or  bread  and  butter,  a  few  radishes,  etc. 

At  about  eight  you  go  to  the  Gymnasium,  and  there  you  go  through 
the  exeicises  in  the  spirit  explained  in  other  portions  of  this  work, 
rest’ng  after  etch  exercise,  and  avoiding  too  much  fatigue.  When 
«)->ne,  wash  hands  and  face,  put  on  your  ooat,  and  only  leave  gym- 
nsMum  when  perspiration  has  ceased.

the  celibacy  of  the  sacerdotal  class  becomes  a  point  uf  faith, 
and  it  separatea  for  ever  the  minister  of  religion  from  the 
world,  we  have  seen  the  oonntleas  ills  that  may  follow  in 
its  train.

Brigadier-General  L.  G.  Baker,  Chief  of  the  United 
States  Detective  Police,  publishes  in  a  considerable  volume 
an  account  of  the  operations  of  his  Bureau  during  the 
Civil  War,  so  far  as  it  is  proper  to  make  them  known  to 
the  people.”

MAOET  MUSIC. 

Sir  George  Grey,  on  his  return  to  Auckland  lately,  was 
entertained  at  a  concert,  in  which  the  natives  took  a  con¬ 
spicuous  part  The  following  description  is  given  iu  the 
Auciland  Weekly  Newt : 

The  natives  then  came  in,  led  by  Hamiora  Tu,  of  Tauranga, 
and  accompanied  by  Mr  C.  O.  Davis,  without  whom  nothing 
in  this  way  could  have  been  attempted.  There  were  about 
thirty  of  them — men  and  women — dressed  in  native  garments, 
mostly  from  the  excellent  collection  of  Mr  Mackay,  Civil 
Commissioner.  The  majority  of  them  were  of  the  Ngatiteata 
tribe  of  Waiuku,  although  there  were  representatives  of  the 
Nmiterangi,  Ngatihana,  and  Arawa  trib^.  The  songs  were 
all  from  the  collection  of  native  “waiatas"  made  by  Sir 
Oeor^  Grey,  and  are  well  known  in  every  settlement  of  the 
island.  The  following  translations  are  by  Mx  C.  O.  Davis, 
and  are  as  nearly  lite^  as  could  be  made : 

Foodly  my  pstuon,  like  a  oonstut  flsme, 

Eokiodlss  at  tba  mention  of  thy  name ; 

Absent  at  Hokanui  tboneh  tliou  be^ 

Thy  kindred  spirit  now  draws  nigh  to  me.

As  to  tbe  first,  the  influence  of  tne  clergy  »< 
entirely  limited  to  the  religions  education  of  the  Bomanl 
Cathohe  youth,  and  the  wWe  direction  of  schools  is  con¬ 
fided  to  the  Ministry  of  Publie  Worship  and  Education. 
The  marriage  law  substitntes  entirely  civil  marriage,  according 
to  the  Cod$  NapoUon,  for  the  religions  ceremony,  which  has 
been  hitherto  the  real  binding  act  From  the  day  of  the 
publication  of  tbe  law  clerical  jurisdiction  in  mstrimonisl 
matters  is  to  oease.  Canonical  in^diments  will  be  no  more 
a  valid  obstacle  to  matrimony.  No  religious  difference  will  i 
prevent  or  invaUdate  marriage.  All  that  is  to  be  required  in 
luture  is  a  publication  of  the  banns, -not  in  ehurcb,  but  before 
the  magistrates  of  the  commune  of  one  of  tbe  two  parties.

The  declaration  can  now  be  made  by  a  plenipo¬ 
tentiary,  who,  however,  must  have  special  authority.  The 
marriage  registries  are  in  future  to  be  kept  in  the  arenives  of 
the  communes.

Then,  referring  to  the  internal 
aflairs  of  the  Empire,  he  asserted  the  necessity  of  maintaining 
the  German  element  in  Austria,  and  expressed  a  hope  that 
the  nationalities  composing  the  Austrian  Empire  would 
become  reconciled  with  one  another.  He  blamed  the  en¬ 
couragement  given  by  Bussia  to  the  Czech  national  party, 
and,  in  conclusion,  exhorted  his  hearers  to  lay  aside  their 
pessimism  and  to  hope  for  a  happy  future  for  Austria. 


A  deolaratiou  of  Herr  EoMuth  baa  been  published  beta  in 
w^h  he  denies  the  truth  of  the  statement  of  the  PresM,  of 
Vienna,  that  he  had  seen  Count  Staekelberg  at  Dieppe.  He 
•tatea  that  he  never  had  any  interview  with  any  agent  of 
Prussia.  He  likewiee  deolares  that  he  will  never  enter  into 
any  relations  with  Roesia,  the  exeeutioner  of  Hungary  and 
Pifiand,  and  the  eternal  enemy  of  freodom.  There  will  never 
be  anything  in  common  between  Ruaaia  and  him.  In  eon- 
elnsion,  he  statee  that  Herr  Tsilagyi  has  gone  to  Berlin 
without  any  mission  from  him. 

Bayaria. 

TIm  poet  of  Hinieter  of  Jnstiee,  after  remaining  vacant 
for  six  montha,  has  been  conferred  on  Herr  Lota,  formerly 
cabinet  secretary  to  the  King.  This  appointment  ie  eon- 
eidmred  to  indieaU  a  atrengthening  of  tlM  pi^iey  of  inde* 
pendenoe  on  the  pari  of  Bavaria. 

Italy. 

The  Roman  Junta  have  sent  an  address  to  Garibaldi, 
dated  the  7th  ins t,  atating  that  a  complete  insurrectional^ 
organization  is  in  readiness,  and  requesting  Garibaldi^ 
assistance.  Garibaldi,  in  his  reply,  dated  the  16th  inst.,  urges 
the  Junta  to  action,  and  assures  them  of  the  oo-operation  of 
tbe  Italian  people. 

The  Nozwm  publiahea  advices  firom  Orvieto,  announcing 
that  many  young  men  are  daily  enteriog  tbe  Pontifical  terri¬ 
tory.  Ganbaldum  uniforms  and  arms  are  being  forwarded 
as  merehandise,  and  active  Garibaldian  enrolments  are  taking 
place  in  the  Province  of  Terra  di  Lavoro,  where  the  autho¬ 
rities  have  made  several  seizures  ef  arms. 

General  Garibaldi  arrived  at  Florence  on  Tuesday  evening 
from  ^logna,  with  the  object,  it  is  said,  of  conferring  with 
his  Parliamentary  friends. 

Intelligence  from  tbe  Roman  frontier  announces  that  the 
Italian  troops  continue  their  patrols  with  the  greatest  rigour.

A  confirmation  has  been  givan  to  the  rumour  that  the  re¬ 
assembly  of  the  DanUh  Chambers  will  be  deferred  till 
December,  in  order  that  the  Government  may  have  time  to 
prepare  some  important  Bills  to  be  submitted  to  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  at  the  commencement  of  the  Session.

Previoui  to  thie.  M.  Craven,  a  Mexican  physician,  had 
been  present  at  a  similar  speckle,  on  the  19th  of  May,  1M5, 
when  it  was  suddenly  induced  hj  a  cloud  coming  from  the 
north  west  Ibe  guides  and  himself  experienced  electncal 
sensations  at  all  their  extremities— their  fingers,  noses,  and 
ears— followed  by  a  dull  sound,  though  no  thunder  was  hrard. 
The  long  hair  of  the  Indians  became  stiff  and  erect,  giving 
their  he^s  an  appearance  of  enormous  sixe,  and  thus  aggra¬ 
vating  their  superstitious  terrors.  The  noise  at  length  grew 
mori  intense.  It  appeared  to  extend  throughout  the  moun¬ 
tain,  and  was  like  the  rattling  of  flinta,  alternately  attracted 
and  repulsed  by  electricitv ;  but  was  probably  due  to  the 
tapping  sound  of  innumerable  sparks  starting  from  the  rocky 
soil.  In  this  case  no  hoar-frost  came  on. 

The  same  observer  experienced  another  storm  on  the  IMh 
of  September,  1865,  near  the  summit  of  Popocatepetl,  which 
diile.^  from  the  preceding  one  onl^  that,  taking  place  on 
^e  s  low-fields,  there  was  no  mopitation  of  stones. 

The  e  Mexican  storms,  which  remind  me  of  less  striking 
results  observed  in  the  Alps,  have  been  noticed  in  May, 
August,  and  September — that  is  to  say,  in  the  most  stormy 
period  for  Europe ;  and  the  coincidence  ought  not  to  be 
neglected.  It  will  also  be  remarked  that  the  storm  of  the 
19th  of  May,  1848,  was  brought  on  by  a  west  wind. 

Phenomena  of  another  kind  have  been  observed  at  Chi¬ 
huahua,  in  the  Mexican  Confederation,  but  more  north. 
New  York  has  supplied  Professor  Loomis  with  an  assem¬ 
blage  of  facts  not  mss  curious,  in  connection  with  the  presence 
of  an  excessive  (quantity  of  electricity  in  the  atmosphere.  In 
the  winter,  hair  frequently  becomes  electrical,  es|)ecinlly 
when  a  fine  comb  is  used.  The  greater  the  efforts  made  to 
smooth  the  hair  the  rougher  it  beromes.  It  moves  towards 
the  fingers  that  approach  it,  and  the  only  way  to  remedy  this 
inconvenience  is  to  make  it  damp. 

At  the  same  seasons  woollen  clothes,  especially  trousers, 
attract  particles  of  down  or  floating  dost.  These  particles 
collect  chiefly  towards  the  feet,  and  brushing  makes  them 
stick  tighter ;  a  damp  sponge  is  the  onlpr  mode  of  removing 
them.  During  the  night,  thick  carpets  in  hot  rooms  crackle 
and  shine  when  walked  over.  By  passing  over  them  two  or 
three  times  rapidly,  sparks  of  some  centimetres  in  length  are 
obtained,  and  give  noticeable  pricks.  A  metallic  object, 
such  as  a  door-handle,  shoots  a  spark  at  the  hand  which 
approaches  it ;  and  sometimes  these  dischai^es  frighten  the 
cnildren.  Oc^ionally  a  gas  jet  may  be  lit  wiUi  a  finger 
after  walking  on  the  insulating  carpet. 

These  phenomena  are  so  common  in  New  York  that  they 
excite  no  surprise  ;  but  they  attracted  the  attention  of 
Yolney  at  the  elnee  of  the  last  centuir.  This  celebrated 
traveller  observed  that  the  quantitv  of  electricity  present  in 
the  air  constitutes  an  especial  difference  between  America 
and  Europe.  The  storms  also,”  he  said,  **  furnish  frightful 

5 roofs  of  this,  by  the  violence  of  the  thunder,  and  the  pro- 
igious  intensity  of  the  lightning.”  At  Philadelphia  the 
sky  seemed  on  fire  from  their  rapid  succession  ;  and  their 
zigzags  and  darts  were  of  a  magnitude  of  which  he  had  no 
i«Ka. 

The  extreme  diyness  of  all  the  plateaux  of  the  Andes 
occasion  similar  effects  ;  and,  according  to  M.  Philippi,  in 
the  desert  of  Atacama,  men’s  hair  is  (tften  made  to  shmd  on 
end,  and  luminous  manifestations  spring  from  the  ground. 

According  to  Dr  Livingstone,  in  spring,  whiui  is  the 
season  of  greatest  dryness,  the  deserts  of  South  Africa  are 
often  traversed  by  a  hot  north  wind,  so  electrical,  that  the 
feathers  of  the  ortrich  become  excitea  to  active  movements  ; 
and  the  slightest  friction  of  clothing  gives  rise  to  luminous 
jeta  And,  as  Yolney  noticed  in  Americi^  the  heat  of  the 
tropical  season  is  not  essential  to  this  abundamce  of  electricity, 
as  it  is  never  so  striking  as  when  a  cool  wind  blows  from  the 
north-west ;  and  the  o^rvations  of  Gmelin,  Pallas,  Muller, 
oud  Oeorgi  show  that  it  is  not  leas  excsMive  in  the  glacial 
atmosphere  of  Siberia. 

In  India,  electric  disturbances  in  the  atmosphere  occasion 
remarkable  difficulties  in  working  tel^pwphic  Imea.  The  ap¬ 
paratus  seems  delirious,  and  works  backward  and  forwanu. 
Storms  of  dreadful  violence  tear  up  the  posts,  and  threaten  to 
melt  the  wires  ;  so  thi^  as  a  narrator  observes,  we  need  not 
be  surprised  that  Indian  tel^rams  are  often  as  puzzling  as 
the  cuneiform  inscriptions  on  Babylonian  bricks. 

It  would  be  easy  to  multiply  further  evidence  of  the  same 
kind  ;  but  this  may  suffice  to  show  that  in  the  east,  the 
south,  and  the  west,  electrical  actions  influence  meteorology, 
and  we  may  be  permitted  to  believe  that  their  influence  may 
be  brought  to  us  by  the  winds. 

THE  SOCIAL  SCIENCE  CONGRESa 
The  Social  Science  Congress  commenced  its  sittings  in  Bel¬ 
fast  on  W^nesday.  The  general  council  held  a  meeting  in 
the  morning,  and  Lord  Dufferin  delivered  the  opening  address 
in  the  Ulster  Hall  in  the  evening.  Among  the  foreign  visitors 
who  have  arrived  is  Mr  David  Dudley^eld,  the  American 
jurist,  who  has  crossed  the  Atlantic  to  act  as  chairman  of  the 
section  of  international  law,  and  will  read  an  address  on  the 
**  Community  of  Nationa”  The  address  from  the  council  to 
the  members  opens  by  lamenting  the  absence  ot  Lord 
Brougham  through  increasing  age  and  infirmity,  and  expresses 
regret  at  the  des^  of  Pntfessor  Mittermaier,  ot  Heidellterg, 
one  ot  the  foreign  members  ot  the  committee  appointed  at 
Manchester  to  draw  up  the  outlines  of  an  international  code. 
The  council  further  repeats  its  suggestion  made  last  year : 
“  That  a  system  of  interuatioiuil  extradition  for  non-poutical 
offences  might,  to  obviate  the  just  jealousy  of  interference 
with  the  right  of  asylum,  be  guairaed  by  a  provision  that  the 
prisoner  given  up  should  be  within  a  certain  time  put  on  his 
trial  before  the  tribunal  of  his  own  country  for  the  offence 
alleged  at  the  time  of  his  extradition,  ami  for  no  other,  and 
that,  failing  the  fulfilment  of  this  condition,  the  State  that 
hM  mven  mm  up  should  have  the  right  to  reclaim  him.  ’ 
•  •ubiect  touched  upon  is  the  instruction  recently 

i^ed  from  the  Colonial  Office  for  thcfguidance  of  governors 
o  00  onies  and  officers  acting  under  them  when  extreme

lizing  of  the  sewage  of  towns  (now  polluting  the  rivers)  as 
manure  ;  Mr  Gathorne  Hardy’s  Poor  law  Act  (spoken  of  as 
”  redeeming  our  civilization  from  the  disgrace  of  treating 
sickness  and  old  age  as  crimes  ”)  are  all  topics  referred  to  in 
the  address  of  the  Council.  A  special  pan^graph  on  trade 
unions  declares  that  the  council  sees  nothing  m  facts  recently 
brought  out  to  alter  the  opinion  ot  its  committee,  expressed 
in  1868,  thsA  unions  have  wir  favourable  side  as  an  improve¬ 
ment  on  the  secret  societies  ot  former  times ;  “  that  ^ey  are 
useful  in  organizing  labouf  and  providing  for  the  sick,  and 
in  aocidentiU  deprivation  of  work  ;  and  that  they  have  occar 
sionally  done  good  service  to  the  interests  both  of  capital  and 
labour.*  Their  fallacy  is  described  to  be,  that  they  regard 
equality  ot  wage  as  the  best  good  to  be  aimed  at — “  a  good  ao 
great  trat  it  is  lawful  to  sacrifice  at  its  shrine  not  only  mdivi- 
dual  interest,  but  also  individual  freedmn.”  The  repre¬ 
hensible  forms  of  coercion  will,  it  ^  is  continued,  bo 
abolished  by  the  force  of  public  opinion  and  the  eon- 
demnation  of  the  better  class  of  artisans,  and  the  destruc¬ 
tive  contests  between  employer  and  em^<^ed  will  vanish 
before  new  feurms  of  combinatioiL  such  as  industrial  partner¬ 
ships.  The  tickets  issued  have  been— to  associates,  486  ;  to 
membors,  163  ;  to  ladies,  64. 

The  general  meeting  of  the  Congress  was  held  at  8  o’  clock 
last  evening  in  the  Ulster  Hall,  which  is  a  spacious  building, 
affording  ample  aoooromodati(m  for  such  an  assembly, 
lietters  of  apmogy  were  read  from  Earl  Russell  and  others 
who  were  unable  to  attend. 

Lord  Dufferin,  the  President  of  the  Congress,  delivered  an 
inaugural  address,  in  which  he  defined  sociiU  science  to  bean 
iiiouiry  into  the  highest  amount  of  physical  and  moral  well¬ 
being  to  which  man  can  attain.  He  pointed  out  the  differ¬ 
ence  which  exists  between  Ireland  and  the  other  parts  of  ^e 
United  Kingdom,  in  having  but  few  manufactures,  and  being 
inhabited  by  two  distinct  races,  irreconcilably  differing  in 
religion.  He  referred  to  the  circumstances  under  which 
Protestantism  had  been  introduced  into  Ireland  as  not  being 
calculated  to  conciliate  the  intelligence  or  sympathy  of  her 
people,  and,  followed  as  it  was  by  penal  laws,  the  people  had 
transferred  to  their  church  and  priesthood  the  loyalty  which, 
under  happier  circumstances,  would  have  been  given  to  the 
Sovereign.  The  clergy  wielded  extraordinary  influence,  not 
merely  as  spiritual  guides,  but  as  political  leaders.  He  did 
not  say  this  was  a  desirable  state  of  things,  but  Protestants 
were  affected  by  analogous  influences.  He  referred  to  secta¬ 
rian  feuds,  by  which  valuable  lives  were  lost  every  year. 
That  such  outrages  were  possible  he  thought  was  an 
intolerable  scandal,  and  he  commended  the  determi¬ 
nation  of  Government  to  abolish  the  occasions  which 
gave  rise  to  them.  The  most  unmistakeable  impartiality 
should  characterize  the  interference  of  Government.  Orange 
must  not  be  proscribed  in  Belfast  while  Green  was  displays 
in  Dublin.  Alluding  to  Fenianism,  he  said  it  was  not  the 
offspring  of  a  state  of  things  which  agitation  professes  to 
remedy,  but  of  agitation  itseu.  He  reviewed  the  education 
controversy,  and  advocated  a  system  ot  intermediate  educa¬ 
tion  between  National  Schools  and  Queen’s  Colleges  ;  repu¬ 
diated  all  responsibility  for  the  conduct  ot  the  late  Gfovem- 
ment  as  to  the  grant  of  a  supplemental  charter ;  and  said  he 
was  disposed  to  retain  the  mixed  system,  but  to  respect  the 
scruples  of  thoee  who  desired  a  charter  fw  the  Cathmic  Uni- 1 
versity.  He  strongly  condemned  the  land  schemes,  and 
point4^  out  the  injurious  effects  whidi  i^tation  already  had 
in  inducing  English  mortgagees  to  call  in  loans,  and  in  pre¬ 
venting  even  Irish  capitalists  from  investing  in  land.  C^- 
pulsory  leasing,  he  said,  would  perpetuate  evils,  and  be  a 
oreach  of  contract,  as  one-third  of  the  soil  had  bean  sold 
under  Parliamentai^  grants.  He  showed  that  the  number 
of  holdings  had  incrcMed,  and  that  emigration  was  confined 
to  labourers,  tradesmen,  and  younger  sons.  He  noticed  the 
Irish  Church  question,  and,  assuming  that  some  great  diange 
would  be  made,  advised  that  some  agreement  should  be  come 
to,  recommending  the  raising  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church 
to  the  same  level  as  the  Protestant  Church. 

BERKHAMPSTEAD  CHURCH-RATE. 

The  largest  vestir-meeting  ever  known  in  Berkhampstead 
met  in  the  Town  Hall  yesterday  week.  Scarcely  a  ratepayer 
in  the  parish  was  absent.  The  business  for  which  the  vestry 
was  called  was  the  passing  of  the  churchwardens’  accounts, 
and  the  making  of  another  Church-rate. 

A  printed  statement  of  the  accounts  uras  distributed  to  the 
ratepayers,  and  its  items  discussed.  Mr  J.  Yknn  thought 
iL  16e.  for  washing  and  repairing  surplices  a  very  huge  sum, 
as  only  one  in  a  month  was  legally  allowed.  6f.  6s.  tor  col¬ 
lecting  the  rate  was  also  objected  to  as  ouite  unnecessary  in  a 
parish  like  this,  in  which  the  churchwardens  themselves 
should  collect  the  rate. 

Ultimately,  Colonel  Smith  Dorrikm  proposed,  and  Mr 
BoviiroDOM  seconded,  that  the  accounts  be  passed,  which  the 
vestry  accordingly  allowed. 

The  repairing  of  the  church  clock  and  the  church-yard  wall 
were  freely  commented  on,  and  as  the  wall  is  generally 
believed  to  be  the  property  Earl  Brownlow,  the  sum  of  lOf., 
an  item  in  the  rate  of  the  previous  year,  was  unwillingly 
allowed.

THE  PAN  OF  BISHOPS. 

In  the  Pan-Anglican  Synod,  which  will  assemble  at  Lam¬ 
beth  Palace  next  week,  the  Colonial  Episcopate  will  be  more 
strongly  represented  than  either  that  of  England  or  that  of 
the  United  States.  Out  of  twenty-eight  members  of  our  own 
bench,  ten  have,  from  various  reasons,  declined  to  attend.  Of 
the  English  Bishops,  therefore,  there  will  be  but  eighteen  at 
the  Conference ;  out  of  fort^-three  Bishops  in  the  United 
States  only  nineteen  had  sigmfied  their  intention  of  coming  ; 
but  as  many  as  twenty-three  Colonial  Bishops  will  be  pre¬ 
sent.  The  Irish  Bench  will  be  represented  by  eight  out  of 
eleven  ;  and  the  Scotch  dioceses,  the  position  of  which  is  the 
most  ambiguous  of  all,  will  each  be  represented.  The  whole 
assemblage  will,  it  is  expected,  represent  rather  more  than 
half  of  what  is  called  the  Anglican  Communion.  The  total 
number  of  Bishops  is  137,  while  the  Conference  will,  it  is 
believed,  contain  seventy-five. 

The  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  has  issued  the  programme 
for  the  ^proachiug  Conference.  On  the  first  day,  ^pt.  24, 
there  will  m  Holy  Communion,  a  sermon  by  the  Bishop  of 
Illinois,  the  opening  address  of  the  President,  and  discussion 
on  the  following : 

Resolution  (Notification  of  New  Sees  and  Bishops). — “  That 
it  appears  to  us  expiedient,  for  the  purpK>ae  of  maintaining 
brotherly  intercommunion,  that  all  cases  of  establishment  of 
new  and  appointment  of  new  .Kshops  be  notified  to  all 
Archbishops  ana  Metropolitans  of  the  home  and  colonial 
Church  of  England  and  liwland,  t^  primus  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  Scotland,  and  the  presiding  Bishop  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America.”  Resolutiion  (Letters  Commendatory). — ‘*That, 
having  regard  to  the  ocmditions  under  which  intercommmiion 
between  members  of  the  Church  passing  from  one  distant 
diocese  to  another  may  be  duly  maintained  we  hereby  deem 
it  desirable — 1.  That  forms  of  letter  commendatory  on  behalf 
of  Cleigymen  visiting  other  dioceses  be  drawn  ^  and  agreed 
upon,  and  that  no  stnuige  Clergyman  should  ofiaciate  in  any 
diocese  without  exhibiting  such  commendatory  letters  to  the 
Bishop  thereof.  2.  That  a  form  of  letters  commendatory  for 
such  laymen  as  may  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  them  m  in 
like  manner  prepaid”

Resolution  (Court  of  Metropolitans). — That  in  the  ease  of 
any  chargra  being  preferred  a^inst  a  suffragan  Bishop  of  any 
province,  it  appesra  to  us  desirable  that  the  Metropolitan 
thereof  should  summon  all  the  Bishops  of  his  province  to  sit 
with  him  for  the  hearing  of  the  case,  and  that  he  should  not 
proceed  to  the  hearing  of  it  without  the  aid  and  concurrence 
of  all  the  Bishops  of  his  province  that  ran  be  assembled. 
The  question  of  any  charge  being  brought  i^inst  a  Metro¬ 
politan  should  also  be  considered/’  Resolution  (Question  of 
Appeal). — **  That  it  be  a  matter  for  the  consideration  of  this 
conference  in  reference  to  Colonial  CIhurches  not  legally 
united  to  the  United  Cffiurches  of  iWlaud  and  Ireland,  what 
saf^^rds  as  to  their  continued  soundness  and  doctrine  and 
discipline  be  required  by  the  mother  Church  as  the  condition 
of  the  maintenance  of  spiritual  and  ecclesiastical  commu¬ 
nion.”

We  have  conaiatently  advocated  the  legalizing  of  gambling 
in  Hongkong  on  the  ground  that  there  ia  no  hauwajr  meaaure 
between  iU  auppreaaiun  or  control.  Aa  the  former  ia  impos¬ 
sible,  the  latter  becomes  our  only  resource  ;  and  in  order  to 
control  it  by  police  action  it  must  be  in  a  way->but  cmly  in 
a  way,  and  not  in  Uie  full  sense  of  the  term— l^alized.  By 
this  we  understand  the  exaction  from  the  gamblers  of  a  sum 
sufficient  to  amply  cover  any  extra  expenses  to  which  the 
Government  may  be  put  iu  organizing  and  carrying  out  a 
complete  system  of  supervision.  It  is  on  this  ground  alone 
that  we  have  advocated,  that  much  mistmplied  word,  legali- , 
zation.  No  plea  of  necessity  on  moral  grounds  has  ever 
been  put  forth  for  the  issue  of  gambling  licences.  It  is 
doubtl^  true  that  the  practice,  as  now  indulged  in,  is  not 
destructive  of  public  peare  or  dangerous  to  the  personal 
safety  of  others.  But  the  only  ai^^ument  in  favour  of 
permitting  it  is  municipal  necessity.  Under  these  cir¬ 
cumstances  we  cannot  but  express  the  deepest  surprise 
at  the  reported  intention  of  exacting  from  the  licencees 
the  sum  of  rather  more  than  250,000  dollars  annually. 
The  utmost  to  which  we  limited  our  advocacy  was  some 
16,000  or  20,000  dollars,  and  this  wholly  and  solely  for 
the  purpose  of  covering  the  extra  expenses  incurrra  by 
the  Uovenunent.  It  is  a  well-ascertained  fact  that,  no  matter 
what  the  nationality  of  those  employed,  nothing  bat  a  very 
high  rate  of  salary  will  enable  those  entrusted  with  the  super¬ 
vision  of  such  houses  to  withstand  the  immense  temptations 
held  out  to  them  to  wink  at  irregularities  ;  and  to  exact  fees 
sufficiently  large  to  permit  of  a  very  much  increased  rate  of 
pay  to  such  men,  &c.,  would  have  been  justifiable  and 
judicious.  But  our  boasted  diainterestednesB— and  we  mast 
ooufess  to  having  credited  the  Government  w^  a  really  dis¬ 
interested  motive  in  the  matter — has  given  wej  before  the 
temptation  of  obtaining  a  huge  sum  front  the  gambling  farm. 
No  longer  can  it  be  urged  that  necessity  alone  has  prompted 
the  measure — unless  indeed  the  necessity  be  that  of  avoiding 
the  imposition  of  other  taxes— and  that  a  British  tlovemmeut 
is  above  making  a  traffic  of  the  vices  of  its  subjects.  In  fact, 
disguise  it  as  you  will,  the  effect  of  the  present  measure  will 
be  to  materially  increase  the  revenue  of  the  British  Crown 
by  conniving  at  the  indulgence  of  a  Chinese  vice.  British 
denunciations  of  the  Macao  raunbling  houses,  of  the  Rouge- 
et-Noir  tables  of  Hombnrg,  Baden  &ulen,  &c.,  will  read  well 
whan  contrasted  with  the  official  action  taken  by  Hongkong. ! 
As  well  legalize  every  other  emrt  of  vice  and  n^e  a  haud- 
Bome  income  out  of  the  profits.  We  are  quite  certain  that,  if  i 
such  a  measure  were  strictly  enforced,  broths  for  instance 
would  yield  a  splendid  revenue,  and  we  may  commend  to  the 
attention  of  the  Government  the  field  thus  opened  up,  which 
would  relieve  the  colony  of  a  burden  equal  to  fifty  times  the 
ealaries  of  the  Regutrar-Gencml  and  ^lonial  Surgeon,  and 
yet  leave  a  surplus  which  might  be  advantageously  applied 
to  the  erection  of  a  monument  in  commemoration  of  the 
peasing  of  the  ordinance. 

But  it  is  not  only  on  the  score  of  every  moral  and  honour¬ 
able  feeling  that  we  object  to  the  obtaining  of  a  revenue 
from  this  source  after  paying  incidental  expenses.  The  enor¬ 
mous  sum  at  which  the  licence  is  to  be  fanned  will  naturally 
make  it  an  object  with  the  hell-keepers  to  encourage  play  to 
its  very  utmost  limita.  Where  one  man  now  gamUes  of  his 
own  free  will,  ten  will  be  induced  by  unscrupulous  agents 
and  touts  to  risk  their  money  (and  that  of  their  masters). 
Had  the  licence  fee  been  a  mere  bagatelle  the  Government  at 
least  would  have  been  free  from  the  reproach  of  having  done 
its  best  to  make  high  play  and  numerous  players  a  necessity. 
Should  the  propos^  measure  become  law  it  may  be  charg^ 
with  being  the  mainspring  of  gambling  efforts.  On  the  whole 
we  cannot  congratulate  the  Colony  upon  the  action  which,  it 
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278,927  cattle  had  been  attacked,  while  66,911  healthy  cattle 
had  been  slaughtered  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  diaeaae.
